EXPANDS 


While so much that is spectac- 
ular attaches tothe other forces, 
the growth and extension of the 
Royal Canadian Navy ‘end to be 
overlooked. In true ‘silent service’ 
tradition, the Royal Canadian 
Navy says little about itself One 
hears from time to time in an ob- 
secure way, of ships building and 
about. to be built, but little of the 
day to day routine of the convoy 
service carried on under all kinds 
of adverse conditions: The Navy 
however, has been truly on active 
service since the outbreak of war. 
It has grown in importance and 
and strength. Soon a formidable 
fleet of over 220 vessels will be in- 
corporated in the command of 
Rear Admiral P, W. Nelles, R.C.N 
the Senior Naval Officer. 

These vesse!s and shore estab. 
lishments will be manned by 6000 
to 7,000 ali ranks of the Royal 
Canadian Navy, The main 
strength of the fleet will be incor- 
porated in seven destroyers, in- 
cluding the flotilla leader, as it 1s 
today, but the existing 75 auxiliary 
vesseis will be increased by 64 pat- 
rol vessels and 80 mine-sweepers 
now underconstruction. Besides 
the work of convoy, there are, and 
there will need to be, more vessels 
engaged in anti-submarine work, 
mine-eweeping, patrolling and 
examination,

Demands for compulsory examin- 
ations of applicants for drivers’ li- 
censes in Alberta are being made in 
some parts of the province The 


| suggestion already has been advan- 
{ced in Calgary and is favored in 


Edmonton and elsewhere. 


When directors of the Alberta 
Motor Association held their regu- 
lar meeting next month, it is expect- 
ed that this will be one of the 
questiuns to receive consideration. 

Promoters of the new proposed 
regulation point out that compul- 
sory examinations are held in Brit- 
ish Columbia and other parts of the 
country. It ia claimed that Alberta 
should get in wep with other prov- 
inces. 

In British Columbia the license is 
$1. while an additional dollar is 
charged for a drivers’ examination. 

Provincial government officials 
do not appear disposed to make a 
change from the present system, 
however, pointing out that all pose- 
ible care is exercised now in issuing 
drivers’ licenses. 


Also, it is pointed out that the 
great percentage of motor accidents 
involve experienced drivers and not 
those who have been handling cars 
for merely a short period. In most 
cases accidents were due to reckless 
or careless driving on the part of 
old hends at driving, it is claimed.

During these anxious times the 
farmers of Western Canada are 
asking what they can best do to 
help win a victory for Canada and 
her Allies. Should, for instance, 
farmers increase or reduce pro- 
duction of this or that agricultur- 
al commodity? 

No one, it seems to me, can give 
any definite advice about any par- 
ticular agricultural product, be 
cause no one can tell how long the 
war will last. or even which coun- 
tries finally will become involved. 
There are certain things, however 
worth bearing in mind. One is that 
Armies, to fight a war, need vast 
quantities of foodstuffs, and no 
war has ever yet been lost because 
an army had too much food, but 
wars have at times been lost be- 
cause soldiers did not have enough 
to eat, 


Another thing to remember is that 


there are still 2,000 million people |- 


in the world who need food, and 
will need food every day, and there 
never has been a single year in all 
recorded history when all human 
beings had all the daily bread they 
really required 
On these two counts alone then, 
it would seem that it would be 
both a patriotic duty and a hum- 
anitarian act — because no one 
can foresee the future — if Canad 
ian farmers at least would main- 
tain their present production of 
agricultural commodities, 
Following factors have tended 
to raise price: Spain is prepared 
to buy large quantities of wheat 
corn and harley for prompt ship- 
ment — Northern, Saskatchewan 
and Northern Manitoba ia serious 
need of moisture — Much agricul- 
tural land in Holland temporarily 
harmed by sea water flooding — 
Much crop in Belgium damaged 
by manoeuvering armies. 
Following factors have tended 
to lower price: Germany invades 
Holland and Belgium and cuts off 
large markets for Canadian wheat 
— Germany opens up the war on 
a large scale to try to force an 
early decision — It is estimated 
Australia will have a ‘carry-over’ 
of 60 million bushels when t he 
next crop is ready — A six percent 
increase in spring wheat area for 


11940 in Canada is indicated.
